Tax Fraud 

Romulus 
man gets 
jail term 

A 48-year-old Romulus man has 
pleaded guilty of violating the 
federal tax laws. 

James McCain was sentenced 
last week in United States District 
Courty by Judge Robert DeMascio 
to serve four years in prison for 
violating tax laws. 

McCain had pleaded guilty on 
June 7 to one count of preparing 
false income tax returns and one 
count of uttering and publishing Un- 
ited States government checks. He 
was indicted by a federal grand 
jury on May 5, 1982. 

The indictment included nine 
counts C*u preparing false income 
tax returns, punishable by up to 
three years in prison and three 
counts f>f uttering and publishing 
which is punishable by up to 10 
years in prison, according to United 
States Attorney Leonard R. 
Gilman. 

McCain, who had been convicted 
of the same offense in 1974, was im- 
mediately remanded to the United 
States Marshal to begin his prison 
sentence. 

The investigation of the case was 
conducted by the Criminal Inves- 1 
tigation Division of the Internal Re- 
venue Service and the United States 
Secret Service. The case was prose- 
cuted by Assistant United States 
Attorney Richard L. Delonis.

Candidates make their points 


Dems hear Aug. 10 primary hopefuls 


With a new county charter, a new 
county government structure, 
reapportionment of districts and an 
army of political candidates seek- 
ing offices, 1982 will definitely see 
many new faces in political offices. 

And it won t be “politics as 
usual.' ' 

A significant part of that army 
gathered at the VFW hall in Romu- 
lus last Tuesday to state their goals 
and reasons for seeking office 
A hundred or so citizens gathered 
to hear them at a meeting spon- 
sored by the Western Wayne County 
Democratic Association 
Twenty-three candidates pur- 
suing offices of Governor. US Con- 
gressman, U S Senator. State 
Senator. State Representative. 
County Executive and County Com- 
missioner expressed divergent phi- 
losophies. 

Those philosophies ranged from a 
States Rights' position, invoking 


visions of the State of Michigan with 
a fence around it busily printing its 
own money, to a “rightist -leftist" 
advocate who condemned the radic- 
al liberals and radical conserva- 
tives along with affirmative actions 
programs as the culprits responsi- 
ble for economic ills. 

There were also the more experi- 
enced veterans already holding 
office and aware of the great dis- 
tance between the problem and the 
solution They pointed to their past 
accomplishments and promised 
greater achievements for the fu- 
ture. 

In between were the ernest and 
appealing new candidates identify- 
ing the too familiar issues of taxes 
and unemployment, crime and lack 
of security offering themselves to 
listen and to work hard for solu- 
tions Some spoke softly and hesi- 
tantly, failing to fill their allotted 
time while others forcefully over- 
ran their time and demanded more 


The audience was interested and 
responsive, appreciative of the 
opportunity to meet and talk to 
candidates who, if elected, will 
shape the future of Wayne County 
and the state of Michigan. 

One listener summed it up this 
way: 4 The ballot has certainly 
taken on considerable personality 
as a result of this meeting For the 
first time. I associate a face and

don’t know why he asked for the re- 
quest to table.” 

Wineman was not available for 
comment at press time yesterday. 

In a letter to the Planning Com- 
mission, signed by Calvin West and 
W. M. Quiney, the two residents 
urged members of the Planning 
Commission and the City Legisla- 
tors, the elected officials to consid- 
er our opposition to the tFailer- 
park.” Quiney and West pointed out 
that homes in the proposed trailer 
park area are valued between 
$50,000 to $60,000. 

The writers expressed fears that 
“if the development was finalized 
that property values would depreci- 
ate considerably.” 

“Our summer taxes,” the letter 
stated, “just went up from $300 to 
$500 and at the same time there is 
this danger that our property value 
will be depreciated if the rezoning is 
voted on. 

“The property taxes in Romulus 
are outrageous, yet the city is not 
going anywhere. We do not have re- 
creation centers like other cities. 
We do not have shopping centers 
like other cities. Even Inkster with 
very little industry has some of the 
nicest recreation centers and shop- 
ping centers...” the letter said. 

One other concern the letter 
raised was the effect a trailer park 
would have on the local schools. 
Planning Commissior ^ invited

“As long as we are an in formula 
school district,” Bedell said, “the 
mobile home park would not hurt us 
financially. However, the children 
in that park development would de- 
lay us from going out of the for- 
mula.” 

Bedell explained that when a 
school district is “in formula” it 
means that the property taxes in 
that particular school district isn’t 
sufficient to support the education- 
al system, therefore the state must 
provide aid. 

“I have talked to superintendents 
of communities who have similar 
mobile parks in their districts and 
they have informed me that we 
have the same kind of children from 
the mobile home park that we do 
from other neighborhoods.’ 

“From a strictly selfish stand- 
point,” Supt. Bedell continued,” We 
would be better off if the develop- 
ment was located south of the 1-94 
expressway because that’s where 
we have classrooms and newer 
buildings available.” 

Dr. Bedell provided the Planning 
Commission with a birth rate and 
enrollment data chart prepared by 
the Michigan State University Re- 
search Department and. quoting 
from that chart. Bedell said “that 
declining enrollment is here to stay 
and children from any type of de- 
velopment are not likely to overload 
the schools. 

Bedell finally indicated “that the 
plot plans he has seen (of the prop- 
osed mobile home park) look 
attractive, but he was concerned 
about the several unattractive 
mobile trailer homes he had seen in 
the area which may and could dam- 
age Romulus’ image and property 
values. 
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The “Airplane” was the main 
attraction in Van Buren Park. 

Kids loved it. 

Parents enjoyed watching as 
their children grew up before 
their eyes “to pilot” the plane. 

And oldtimers reminisced of 
times when the craft was the key 
to a victory that helped preserve 
Western Civilization. The plane 
was part of the “Arsenal of 
Democracy”. 

It will soon become a museum 
piece as the Van Buren Township 
Board put its final stamp of 
approval to donate the archaic 
piece of aircraft to the Yankee 
Air Force Museum at Willow 
Run 

The “Airplane” in Van Buren 
Park also was one of the assets 
that helped residents vote “yes” 
in 1972 in favor of taking Van 
Buren Park from Detroit Edison. 

The “Airplane” was part of the 
package. 


For ten years it has been used 
as playground equipment. Area 
children could sit in the cockpit, 
balance on a wing or climb the 
latter into the belly of the plane, 
crawl through the fuselage and 
slide out the tail section. 

Adults would admire it. Touch 
it. And wonder about its history. 

But for Van Buren Township 
officials it has been a liability. 

So. when the Yankee Air Force 
asked the board to give them the 
plane for their museum at Wil- 
low Run Airport township attor- 
ney Richard James gave the go 
ahead to draw up the proper 
papers. 

Many children have been in- 
jured on the aircraft , either from 
jagged metal or falls, so to have 
the plane restored by the Yankee 
Air Force is a good solution to the 
problem for the township and a 
valuable gift to the Yankee Air 
Force, who will spend the next

two years restoring the aircraft. 

The aircraft is an RF-84K. Re- 
connaissance Fighter. Built in 
1952 by Republic Aircrafts, it is 
only one of 25 made in the United 
States. 

A Photo Reconnaissance plane 
this fighter was used for 
strategic reconnaissance deep in 
enemy territory. In the nose, 
were cameras capable of sec- 
uring horizon to horizon photo- 
graphs. 

After a mission the fighter re- 
turned for the homeward jour- 
ney in the belly of the B-36. The 
fighter, while in flight, 
approached the bomber with its 
flaps down, to raise its nose. 
Then after being hooked, was 
half drawn into the bomber. 

The pilot then climed out of the 
fighter to rest in the bomber be- 
fore his next mission. 

The RF-84K could travel at a 
top speed of 720 m.p.h. and had a 


loaded wieght of 27000 lbs. It has 
a wing span of 33 feet. 

Moved from Van Buren Park 
on Saturday by 12 members of 
the YAF, a crane and a Hat bed 
trailer the 47 ft. fighter may be 
joined at the Willow Run Hanger 
by another RF-84. The YAF 
members are interested in the 
RF-84F which is located in front 
of Master Craft in Romulus. 

“We are very pleased to have 
this RF-84K, it is the first addi- 
tion to our museum of a plane we 
own,” said Dennis Norton, presi- 
dent of the Yankee Air Force. 
There are planes in the hanger 
but they are privately own- 
ed. The fighter will be restored to 
look like new but will never be 
flyable. All labor is free through 
members help. 

“What we have to depend on is 
getting aircraft at little or no cost 
and be able to restore them,”

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Group home site selection 
procedures draw criticism

Local and state officials have 
joined forces in an attempt to block 
the proposed construction of an 
adult foster care home for six sev- 
erely mentally impaired persons in 
Wayne s Glenwood Heights Subdi- 
vision. 


According to Community De- 
velopment Director John Zech, offi- 
cials at the Northville Residential 
Training Center have three options 
in the construction of their Alterna- 
tive Intermediate Services home: 
1) seek a variance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to build the 2,000- 
square-foot facility; 2) change the 
design, or 3) seek a new site. 


“Maybe they (state mental 
health agencies) see this as a signal 
that everyone in Wayne is going to 
lay down on this issue. Personally, 
I've had no problems with the facil- 
ity next to me.” 

Wayne city councilmen reiter- 
ated their opposition to the lack of 
local input in the decision making 
process regarding foster care faci- 


mentally ill; 

• Adult foster care licenses 
should be limited to one per owner ; 

• All budgets for the operation of 
group homes should be reviewed by 
the Department of Management 
and Budget. 

•Legal actions taken by the City 
of Wayne have not been successful

City Engineer Ralph Magid re- 
ported that the site plan for the one- 
level structure, which would be lo- 
cated at the southwest corner of 
Glenwood Road and Laurenwood 
Drive, failed to adhere to city codes 
and ordinances. A building permit 
could not be granted due to the lack 
of available spaOe between the side 
street and the house, he added. 

The building code violation had 
been revealed last Wednesday 
night by Councilman Mike Brown at 
a meeting of nearly 200 concerned 
citizens at the Wayne Community 
Center. 

Following the session, State Sen. 
William Faust and State Rep. Ed- 
ward Mahalak sent a letter to C. 
Patrick Babcock, director of the 
Department of Mental Health, in 
which they recommended that an 
alternative site be found for the 
home. 

In their correspondence the legis- 
lators pointed out that ‘‘the prop- 
osed home would not be able to com- 
ply with the local zoning site speci- 
fications and still serve functionally 
as a barrier-free home.” 

“The lot being located at a busy 
intersection would cause further 
adverse conditions for the resi- 
dents,” said the legislators, who 
‘heard last Wednesday the com- 
plaints of elected officials, adminis- 
trators and homeowners regarding 
the placement of foster care facili- 
ties in local communities. 


The proposed home would include 
a living room, kitchen, family 
room , two baths , utility and furnace 
rooms, three bedrooms and a two- 
car garage with extra-wide hall- 
ways to accommodate wheelchairs. 

A number of Wayne residents 
vehemently denounced the system 
used to bring the handicapped, re- 
tarded and mentally ill into local 
neighborhoods. The City of Wayne 
presently has five licensed mental 
health “group homes with another 
three licenses pending,” the North- 
ville Center developers reported. 

“There’s something seriously 
wrong in the way the state is placing 


these homes/’ declared Brian 
Crowe, who resides next to a foster 
care home, “Dearborn and Dear- 
born Heights have only six homes 
between them, and Wayne has five. 

“There’s an evident pattern,” 
Crowe, a member of Wayne’s Adult 
Foster Care Committee, added. 
“The communities where bricks 
are being thrown are not being 
touched.

They pointed to a resolution 
adopted last August by the council, 
outlining the following proposals 
for foster care home licensing: 

• The State should adopt a fair 
share policy based on patient 
population regarding the place- 
ment of the handicapped and the re- 
tarded ; 

• Cities and townships must be 
made an integral part in the plan- 
ning and placement of these facili- 
ties; 

• A fair share policy could be link- 
ed to the reimbursement of state 


funds for various programs to en- 
courage compliance ; 

• The State should stop proces- 
sing all adult foster care licenses 
until the present legislation is re- 
viewed and a fair share policy 
adopted; 

• The State should increase the 
level of staffing and better train the 
individuals that operate group 
homes; 

• An alternate program should be 
developed for the placement of the 


in this issue,” explained City Attor- 
ney Phil McKinney. “It’s our posi- 
tion that the State Legislature has 
pre-empted intentionally the muni- 
cipalities’ involvement in the place- 
ment of these facilities. 

“I’m pessimistic of reaching a 
legal solution to this problem,” he 
added. “There must be a legislative 
solution. But that doesn’t mean 
we’ll roll over and play dead. The 
council has mandated me to pro- 
ceed with this issue in the courts.” 

Laima Starwas, director of the 
Community Placement Unit at the 
Northville Center, told the audience 
that the foster care program is de- 
signed to “bring back the mentally 
retarded to the community where 
they originally came from in a nor- 
malized environment. These people 
are mentally retarded. . .not sick.” 

She pointed out that 24-hour su- 
pervision is provided and that mini- 
mum staffing requirements called 
for one staff person for every three 
residents. 

“The result of our cooperation is 
that the city is worse off than be- 
fore,” charged Councilman Brown, 
who repreacedly criticized state 
and Northville Center officials for

• grouiTttOi—cr-^es. “Now we’re 
being inundated with requests. The 
fear in our neighborhoods is real.”

Ex-Van Buren police chief may sue over recall ballot language 


Former Van Buren Police Chief 
George Montgomery said that he 
may take legal action against those 
who “are trying to use me as a 
scapegoat in this recall.” 

Montgomery said that his anger 
stems from the printed language on 
the Aug. 10 primary ballot which 
calls for a special election to deter- 
mine whether five members of the 
board: Supervisor Patricia Cullin, 
clerk Doreen Craven, treasurer and 
police commissioner Tom Welty, 
and trustees Tim Toohev and Ches- 
ter Wojie should be ousted or re- 
main in office 

“I recently saw an absentee bal- 
lot for the recall,” Montgomery 


said , “and found that once again the 
Van Buren 5 are trying to use me for 
a scapegoat. 

4 To quote Trustee Chester Wojie : 
‘They’re grasping for straws, 
again.’ The Van Buren 5 made a 
mistake and are not humble enough 
to admit it. so I have found it neces- 
sary to request this newspaper to 
reprint a letter dated Dec 29 that I 
wrote prior to the recall 

“My feelings in the letter of Dec 
29 are the same as they are today,” 
Montgomery said. 

What Montgomery found objec- 
tionable in the recall election ballot 
language is that the “statement of 
Chester Wojie in justification of his 


conduct in office ”. . points 
out. . .“the former Police Comman- 
der’s qualifications and back- 
ground were investigated by the 
then Police Chief, George Mont- 
gomery prior to approval of hiring 
of the Police Commander as a 
policeman. . .” 

The Board hired Richard Debs as 
a patrolman, then later named him 
to a newly-created position of police 
commander. Five members of the 
board face recall for that action 

In a letter to this newspaper dated 
Dec. 29, Montgomery stated that . 

“Because of the news articles of 
late (Ypsi Press & Detroit News), 
the Special Board Meeting called to 


discuss the problem that I attended 
at 8:30 this morning I feel the need 
to clarify my position .my name 
continues to enter into the subject. 

“On the information given to me 
by Police Commissioner Welty and 
Commander Debs, I did a pre- 
employment check — it revealed no 
criminal history At that time 
however, I was unaware that Mr 
Debs could have another identity 
(per the Detroit News Article Sun- 
day, 12 27 81 ) . I now wonder if l was 
given all of the pertinent informa- 
tion available at that time 

“My PROTEST ‘quoted in this 
same article) was that my hands 
were tied, the appointment of Mr 


Debs was not the only problem Let 
me explain The last Chain of 
Command Schedule that I received 
was as follows: 1 — Supervisor 
Cullin; 2 — Police Commissioner 
Welty; 3 — Deputy Police Comman- 
der Chester Wojie . 4 — Com mander 
Richard Debs, and finally 5 — Chief 
George Montgomery 

“Any move that I made had to be 
approved by the above, continuous- 
ly being bogged down by Politicians 
wanting to play Police New sche- 
dules and reorganizations issued by 
the above appeared frequently 
without having ever consulted me 
“My frustrations brought me to 
the point of resignation, and so I 


confronted Commissioner Welty 
and Commander Debs — they told 
me they would not accept it, wanted 
me to stay, said to keep my car, 
remain as Chief and collect my sal- 
ary This was not a solution to any 
problem as I saw it 
“Commissioner Welty was well 
aware of the long working hours 
that I was putting in between the 
two jobs Speaking to Neighborhood 
Groups who were forming Neigh- 
borhood Watches. Planning the 
formation of the Reserves, serving 
on the Board of Belleville Central

Following a report by three rep- 
resentatives of the People s Com- 
munity Hospital Authority 
(PCHA), the Inkster City Council 
Monday night rescinded its six- 
week-old resolution opposing future 
programs that would increase the 
hospital group s bonded indebted- 
ness. 

Addressing the council were Inks- 
ter’s two representatives on the 
PCHA Board of Directors, Dr. Ter- 
rel M. LeCesne and Hiram McNee- 
ly. and Tom Lesondak, the author- 
ity’s director of fiscal affairs. 

The resolution, originally 
approved on June 7, strongly 
opposedthe PCHA’s construction of 
a medical office building, nursing 
home or any other program that 
would create more bonded inde- 
btedness. 

The issue of the PCHA’s finances 
had erupted several months ago 
when it was reported that the hos- 
pital authority had a fund surplus of 
some $27 million, while most of the 
24 member communities were suf- 
fering from budgetary restraints. 
The PCHA is funded by a special 
levy of .4 mills in Inkster and the 
other 23 participating communi- 
ties. 

“Quite frankly, we were dis- 
appointed you did not come to the 
two of us representing you on the 
board for answers to your ques- 
tions,” LeCesne said. “Apparently 
somewhere along the way there 
was a break in communications.” 

McNeely , a member of the PCHA 
board since 1967, said “misleading 
information” about the hospital 
group’s plans has been in circula- 
tion . He said the PCHA has incurred 
no bonded indebtedness since the 
building of Heritage Hospital in 
Taylor several years ago. 

“I don’t know why some people 
want to destroy (the PCHA),” 
McNeely said. “You do not come 
into an organization of this size and 
try to dismantle it overnight. I was 
chagrined by your action (of June 
7).’’ 

Councilman James J. Colleran 
said the resolution was not designed 
to destroy the authority. 

“I don’t think it was this body’s 
intent to dismantle the PCHA. and 
we don’t question the need for hos- 
pitals,” Colleran said. 

“What worried this body was the 
word that you had amassed a $29 
million surplus. This year we wrote 
out a check for more than $65,000 for 
our annual contribution, yet we 
have had to have layoffs and cut- 
backs here. 

“We’re scrounging for money,” 
Colleran continued. “We were 
asking for help. We’ve contributed 
to the PCHA all these years — why 
can’t they help us?” 

Lesondak said that the surplus, 
called the funded depreciation 
account, has been accumulating 
since the 1950s and must be kept 
aside to purchase and replace 
equipment and facilities. 

Among the programs paid for out 
of the fund is a new data processing 
plan for maintaining medical and 
financial records, he said. The data 
processing program is now in the 
second year of a proposed seven-

year plan, and a special depart- 
ment employing more than 30 peo- 
ple has already been created, he 
said. 

“A lot of things the authority has 
been doing are aimed at maintain- 
ing its fiscal and technological in- 
tegrity,” Lesondak said. 

LeCesne noted that another pro- 
ject paid for out of the funded depre- 
ciation account was the badly 
needed overhaul of the PCHA ’s tele- 
phone system at a cost of $2.4 mil- 
lion. 

“If we didn’t have those monies 
available, we would have had to 
abandon the project,” LeCesne 
said. 

While commending the council 
for its efforts to protect the tax- 
payers’ money, LeCesne said that 
the hospital group must have the 
funds on hand so that up-to-date 
equipment and facilities can be 


offered. 

“We are trying to keep up with the 
ever-changing face of medicine,” 
he said. “If we are going to keep 
pace with technology and remain 
competitive, we will have to make 
major purchases, renovations and 
possibly expansions. ” 

Councilman Patrick O’Neil, who 
expressed doubts that any new faci- 
lities are needed, tried to have the 
rescind question tabled until the 
next meeting. His motion, however, 
died from lack of support. 

Moving to rescind the resolution 
was Councilman Joseph Davis Jr., 
and he was seconded by Council- 
man Ernest Hendricks. 

In addition to Heritage Hospital, 
the PCHA owns and operates Anna- 
polis Hospital in Wayne, Beyer 
Memorial in Ypsilanti, Outer Drive 
in Lincoln Park and Seaway in 
Trenton.

According to CadareVs poll 

State representative race is wide open 


According lo the results of a poll 
conducted by the Committee to 
Elect Rogert Cadaret. the State 
Representative race is up for grabs 
in Romulus. 

Michael Renick, a Livonia eco- 
nomist. who was commissioned by 
Cadaret to conduct a telephone poil 
says. We were shocked to see 
some of the results of the poll 

One of the questions was “Are you 
familiar with the name Edward 
Mahalak, ’ and 34 r r of the reg- 
istered voters polled said no! I 
understand this man has repre- 
sented Romulus for about 18 years 
and they don't even know his name. 

Regarding the direct confronta- 
tion between Cadaret and Mahalak. 
the poll showed that if the election 
were held between July 13 and 20, 
Mahalak would have gotten only 


18 f < of the vote while Cadaret would 
have received 9G . 

When asked about the two to one 
margin, Cadaret said; It s beauti- 
ful ! We are three weeks away from 
the Primary and this 18 year incum- 
bent has only 18G There are 73G 
undecided and that ’s a huge plus for 
me. Any incumbent who has so 
many people undecided is in real 
trouble.” 

Renick also reported that the poll 
shows Cadaret has a name identity 
problem Even though he has been 
very active in the Romulus schools 
his name is recognized by only 19G 
of the voters. However, he adds that 
“of those that said they were famil- 
iar with both Mahalak and Cadaret . 
about two-thirds or 70G said they 
would support Cadaret. ” 

Of those that said they knew 


Mahalak. only 28'^ have decided to 
vote for him. while Cadaret is sup- 
ported by 39^ of the voters who 
have heard of him What this indi- 
cates” says Renick, is that Romu- 
lus voters are looking for a change. 
Maybe they are looking for a youn- 
ger and more aggressive repre- 
sentative But. one thing is certain, 
as a whole, they are not satisfied 
with Mr Mahalak 

Other important results of the 
poll were that Romulus is destined 
to vote heavily Democratic even 
though 48G of the voters are unde- 
cided Some 43G intend to pull the 
Democratic lever while only 9G 
would support Republicans. 

On the other issues, only 27C of 
Romulus voters supported the re- 
cent State income tax increase, 
while the remainder felt it was not 


the best way to cope with the state s 
fiscal crisis 

Also, in regard to property taxes, 
only 24' < agree that the value of 
their property should be the basis 
for the school and local taxes they 
pay. 

Most of the voters queried (71 r i > 
felt that schools should be sup- 
ported by a different means, while 
I4 r » were undecided on the issue. In 
his comment, Cadaret said I’ve 
been complaining for years that 
property taxes are archaic and 
have no relevance to the world we 
live in Schools should be supported 
by the general fund of the state to 
insure that all kids get an equal 
education, at least from a financial 
standpoint.” 

When asked what priority educa- 
tion deserved, those voters being 


polled indicated they felt education 
was the number one financial prior- 
ity in Michigan. When given a mock 
budget of $100 the respondents were 
asked to allocate the amount to five 
state services (average recom- 
mended); Education (419;), Wel- 
fare ( IF; ). Prisons & Crime (17 G >, 
Highways (18%), Environmental 
Protection (13%). 

Cadaret responded, this clearly 
verifies that the Michigan Constitu- 
tion was intended to insure good 
education The people still feel we 
should spend more of our money on 
education When I get to Lansing, I 
will work hard to make this desire a 
reality.” 

According to Renick, the poll was 
designed for a 95% confidence level 
and to be accurate within plus or 
minus 5%.

Here's how to fight child abuse 


Under a new law, Michigan’s 1982 
tax forms will be the nation s first to 
provide the option of an automatic 
voluntary donation to fight child 
abuse. 

Taxpayers, who are entitled to re- 
funds will be able to check a box on 
the form to donate $2 of their refund 
to a newly-established children’s 
trust fund. 

The check-off will remain until 
the trust fund reaches $20 million. 
Then the programs would be fi- 
nanced from the interest of the 
money in the account. As the trust 
grows, half of the fund will be used 
for local programs, while the re- 
maining half is invested. 


“The abuse and neglect of chil- 
dren is a persistent problem in our 
society that cuts across all econo- 
mic, geographic and cultural 
boundaries. I think this “check-off ” 
bill provides a promising voluntary 
method of raising money to support 
child abuse-neglect prevention 
programs,” said Rep. Sylvia Skrel 


of Westland, who co-sponsored the 
legislation. 

Gov. Milliken signed the bill into 
law earlier this month, making 
Michigan the fourth state to adopt 
the trust idea and the first state to 
finance it with tax refunds. 

“With an estimated 35,000 or 
more cases of child abuse every 


year it is time to establish prever 
tion programs at the local level, 
Skrel added. “In times of tigti 
budgets, the need for preventio 
programs can appear less compel] 
ing than the need for other services 
but I feel the prevention of chil< 
abuse is a top priority,” Skrel cor 
eluded.

‘Y’ plans summer fun 


‘Enough is enough’

Some 180 days a year, youngsters 
look forward to their summer break 
from school, but it seems that half 
way through that almost three 
months away from the classroom, 
summer starts to lag. 

Not so at the Wayne-Westland 
Family YMCA, which has an 
answer to the summertime blues 
for youngsters through 12 years of 
age. The answer is the Y’s Summer 
Day Camp for those 6 through 12 
years, and Crispy Critters, a half 
day program for youngsters 3 to 5 
years. 

The day camp program is from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day, with babysitting available be- 
fore and after to accommodate 
working parents. 

According to Kathy Pilon, the 
camp is a combination of fun and 
learning, “not necessarily an edu- 
cational program, but more than 
just play.” 

The one-week sessions have 
themes, like Frontier Week, when 
the “campers” worked on leather; 
Olympics Week, when they held 


their own competition at neighbor- 
ing Marshall Junior High School, 
complete with ribbons they made; 
and Michigan Week that ended up 
with the youngsters baking apple 
cobbler. 

This week s theme is centering 
around flag football, and the 
youngsters have been busy learning 
the rules of the game, tie-dying 
team shirts, learning cheers and 
similar football related activities in 
preparation for the big game 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The morning camp activity cen- 
ters on the week's theme, while the 
afternoon involves the learning ex- 
perience. Pilon pointed out that 
while there is some learning behind 
the afternoon program, the partici- 
pants are encouraged to use their 
imagination. 

The camp also includes a 45- 
minute swim lesson in which parti- 
cipants are grouped according to 
their ability. An open swim is in- 
cluded in the afternoon program, 
and for those youngsters who would 
rather stay dry. there’s activities 
available in the lobby. 

While the Y is ready and waiting 
for participants, enrollments this 


summer are down from what was 
anticipated, down 10 percent, 
according to Pilon. The program 
has averaged 20 to 25 children a 
week, when plans were to handle up 
to 6o campers at a time. 

The Y has eight to 10 teens trained 
to serve as counselors, who are 
“waiting to get out and work with 
the children,” if the enrollment 
climbs. 

Considering the economic prob- 
lems of the state, and Western 
Wayne County specifically, the Y is 
offering a 10 percent discount for 
campers who bring a new friend, as 
well as for the friend, and if a child 
is registered for up to four consecu- 
tive weeks If there is more than one 
youngster from one family in the 
camp, the second child pays only 
half the $35 per week charge for 
members and $40 per week charge 
for non-members. 

The Y also has a daily rate of $7 
for members and $8 for non- 
members. 

Mary Rose Cartwright, who 
works with Crispy Critters, pointed 
out that the two camps “can give a 
youngster the experience of a day 
camp without the child having to be

begin random 
leaded gasoline 


In a move to deter illegal fuel 
switching by distributors and at re- 
tail service stations, the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Division of the Wayne 
County Department of Health is be- 
ginning a program of sampling un- 
leaded gasoline at randoms sta- 
tions, distributors and other sup- 
pliers in metropolitan Detroit. 

The sampling is aimed at deter- 
mining if these suppliers are in 
compliance with federal lead stan- 
dards for unleaded gasoline. 

A total of 1,500 fuel samples are to 
be taken annually, and this 
accumulated evidence will provide 
the basis for possible legal action by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency. If lead levels exceed feder- 
al standards, violators will be cited. 
This EPA-funded program is part 
of the continuing effort to distribute 
air quality responsibilities between 


Federal and Local Authorities. 

When leaded gas is used in cars 
requiring unleaded, lead deposits 
form inside the engine and contri- 
bute to engine wear. In addition, the 
use of leaded gasoline may void an 
auto warranty. 

“Fuel-switching costs the con- 
sumer in auto repair bills each 
year,” said William C. Achinger, 
director of the Air Pollution Control 
Division of the Wayne County De- 
partment of Health. “Most impor- 
tantly, the public health is a very 
real factor. The use of unleaded gas 
will produce fewer tailpipe emis- 
sions of hydrocarbons, carbon 
monoxide and lead resulting in im- 
proved air quality.” 

David Kee, director of the Air 
Management Division of U.S. EPA 
in Chicago, noted that the current 
program focuses on actual offen- 


ders of the Clean Air Act. 

“This is a positive step in impro- 
ving our air quality,” Kee said. 
“Fuel-switching nationwide is be- 
coming a problem because these 
offending outlets serve so many 
automobiles. In order for the fuel 
program to be successful, the num- 
ber of violators must be reduced . ” 

Kee observed that most autos on 
the road today are equipped with 
emission control systems. Un- 
known to many consumers, fuel- 
switching defeats the functioning of 
the catalytic converter within these 
systems, resulting in more air 
pollution, engine wear and less fuel 
economy. 

“Citizens in the area who are 
suspicious of the levels of lead in 
their gasoline can contact the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health at 224-4650,” said Achinger. 


sent to a residential camp that s so 
expensive.” 

She added that the benefits in- 
clude socialization, “a talent that 
the youngsters can take back to 
school in the fall 

Attendance in Crispy Critters 
also is down , and Cartwright agrees 
with Pilon that with at least one pa- 
rent in most families in Western 
Wayne County employed, the need 
for such programs this year isn t so 
great. 

Crispy Critters helps prepare 
youngsters for kindergarten, 
although the program is geared to 
nature and more physical, out-of- 
door activities. 

For the younger “critters” the 
program meets two days a week for 
two hours. The program is geared 
to swimming and socialization. 

The older children are on a three 
day a week, with more structured 
activities, including swimming, 
crafts and learning an awareness of 
themselves as boys and girls. 

Crispy Critters cost $10 per week 
for members and $12.50 per week 
for non-members for the three-day 
a week program and $7.50 and $8.75 
per week for the two-day sessions. 

The 10 percent discounts also are 
applicable, while the second child in 
a family registered receives a 20 
percent discount. 

In surveying the program Pilon 
said the participants take to it 
“very well,” adding that they like 
the play outside and the games.

W-W taxpayers 
press board

They came to talk taxes Monday 
night, and talk they did. letting the 
Wayne- Westland Board of Educa- 
tion know in no uncertain terms that 
they favor rolling back the district’s 
operational millage 2 164 mills. 

A standing room only crowd 
turned out for the public hearing, 
required by the state's Truth in 
Taxation Act. The district is 
considering capturing the 6 percent 
increase in the State Equalized 
Valuation (SEV) of property dis- 
trict-wide. 

The act. which took effect this 
year, requires that all taxing bodies 
—city , county and school districts — 
reduce, or rollback, the millage 
rate to correspond with the increase 
in the total value of existing taxable 
property so that the yield, or re- 
venue, does not increase from one 
year to the next 

That rollback, however, can be 
reversed by a special vote of the 
legislative body, in the case of the 
Wayne- Westland Community 
Schools, the Board of Education, 
provided the vote is preceded by 
an advertised public hearing. 

According to the district s busi- 
ness manager, John Baracy, the 
rollback not only will cost the dis- 
trict a loss of $1,573,699 in local tax 
revenue, it also will represent an 
estimated $811,159 loss in state 
school aid, since the latter is deter- 


mined by the amount of millage 
levied by a school district. 

Baracy said the rollback for some 
residents would represent a $60 sav- 
ings. although when $36 loss in 
Homestead Property Tax Credit 
and $14 more paid to the federal 
government because of lower prop- 
erty taxes are figured in, the sav- 
ings is only $10 For the school dis- 
trict a $60 savings for the taxpayer 
translates into an estimated $80 loss 
in state aid 


While homeowners are hoping for 
a break from the tax burden — the 
district has a millage rate of 40 65 
mills for operations (including the 
2.164-mill rollback) and 7 mills for 
debt retirement — even if the roll- 
back is allowed to stand, their taxes 
will increase 3 percent due to in- 
crease in property assessment, 
Baracy pointed out 

Ray Brewer, speaking “for most 
of the citizens” at the meeting con- 
fessed confusion over the tax issue, 
telling board trustees that 4 over the 
back fence I ve heard we re going to 
get anywhere from a $2,400 in- 
crease to a $60 decrease in taxes.” 

“I have to put this in terms of my 
mortgage payment,” he explained. 
“My total tax burden a few years 
ago was $1,200 Last year it was in 
excess of $2,000 If this goes 
through, you’ll be forcing a lot of 
average homeowners out of their 
average homes.”

“I’m grateful for all my 
friends who are here... it’s nice 
when things like this come to you 
at this age,” said Henry E. 
Fortson. 

The Inkster Public Library 
and Historical Commission re- 
cently paid tribute to Fortson, 
educator and retired principal of 
Inkster High School, during a 
program held at the library. 

Fortson worked in the Inkster 
Public School District for some 
28 years. He gained state-wide 
recognition in 1943 when he be- 
came the first black man to serve 
as principal of a Michigan high 
school, Inkster High. He worked 
in this capacity for 21 years. 
Fortson retired in 1971, after 
having devoted 42 years of ser- 
vice to education. 

Fortson has also affiliated 
himself with many service orga- 
nizations. He has worked with 
the Boy Scouts of America, the 
Inkster Youth Commission, the 
Inkster Youth Homes Commis- 
sion, and many other community 
service groups. 

In answering criticism of his 
students. “Mr. Fortson always 
pointed to the other one, the one

who would make you proud...” 
recalled Fortson ’s former stu- 
dent Lawrence Chastang. 

His honors and professional 
affiliations are numerous. 
Among them, the Inkster Board 
of Education named and dedi- 
cated the Inkster High School au- 
ditorium for him ; he is listed in 
Who’s Who in American Educa- 
tion, Who’s Who Among Black 
Americans, and the National 
Roster of Black Elected Offi- 
cials. He is a member of the 
N AACP, the Prince Hall Masons, 
and the Morehouse College 
Alumni Club. 

“It is an honor and a privilege 
to talk about a man of subst- 
ance,” remarked Inkster Coun- 


cilman Ernest Hendricks, who is 
also a former student of Fort- 
son’s. “...that substance lies in 
his belief that service to human- 
ity is the best work of life,” Coun- 
cilman Hendricks added. 

Fortson sat quietly through the 
program with hands folded and 
legs still. His calm brown eyes, 
obscured by black glasses, 
watched attentively as friends, 
former colleagues and students 
paid tribute to him. At his side 
sat his wife of 51 years. 

“He has always impressed me 
as a good family man. Through- 
out the years, wherever Mr. 
Fortson was seen, Mrs. Fortson 
was at his side,” observed John 
Shannon, admirer of Fortson.

The Extension Horticulture 
Work/Study Program is inviting 
the public to come view their ex- 
tensive demonstrations projects 
and horticulture displays as the 
Cooperative Extension Service 
in Wayne. 

The projects were put together 
by the teen-age CETA trainees, 
who are enrolled in the program 
which is funded by a grant from 
the Wayne County Employment 
and Training Administration. 

The program participants 
hope to demonstrate their train- 
ing and skills to the public with 
their work on the grounds. The 
displays include: intensive gar-, 
den plots which are designed to 
demonstrate how families with 
limited gardening space can 
achieve a maximum yield and 
rainbow as well as All-American 
selection floral displays. 

Also, in collaboration with the 
Greater Detroit Chrysanthe- 
mum Society, the trainees are 
caring for an extensive mum dis- 
play The Detroit Rose Society 
helped plant over 600 roses of old 
and new varieties being raised 
by the trainees. 

The most educational displays 
are the turfplots, sweetcorn 
field, and vegetable gardens 
planted and cultivated by the 
trainees. The turfplots feature 
270 plots of grasses on three 
maintenance schedules. Visitors 
can compare varieties as well as 
different effects of the care pro- 
vided. 

The sweetcorn field features 29 
varieties of sweetcorn for com- 
parison. The dozens of vegetable 
gardens feature nearly every 
variety of vegetable grown, in- 
cluding 23 different varieties of 
tomatoes. 

Now in its third year, the prog- 
ram has already trained 160 dis- 
advantaged youth in 1982. These 
teenagers are from Inkster, 
Romulus, Wayne, Westland , Bel- 
leville, and Lincoln Park, as well 
as Sumpter and Van Buren 
Townships. 

Most of the youth are consi- 
dered high-risk and they repre- 
sent high percentages of the 
handicapped, minorities, ex- 
offenders, and school drop-outs. 
Program Manager Gary Green- 
well coordinates a staff of 150 
who work with the youth to pro- 
vide a variety of training,

With the help of the Wayne County Extension & 
Education Center, local residents hired under the au- 
spicies of the Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act (CETA), learn gardening and farming skills.

counseling, work experience, 
and job placement. 

The training includes career 
and personal exploration, horti- 
culture vocational skills, em- 
ployability skills, and foundation 
or survival skills. Employability 
skills include reading want ads, 
telephone effectiveness, applica- 
tion filling, resume writing, and 
interview skills. 

The Foundations skills train- 
ing, depending on the needs of 
each group and individual 
trainees, includes such topics as 
aquiring transportation or hous- 
ing, stress management, budget- 
ing, computing wages and taxes, 
time management, legal rights 
and responsibilities, continuing 
education, personal care and 
nutrition, work attitudes, goal- 
setting, and problem-solving. 

The trainees divide their time 
between the classroom and their 
work experience projects out- 
doors. These projects are the 
brain child of County Agricultu- 
ral Agent and Program Director 
Donald D. Juchartz.

sion Center landscaping, the 
literature and displays of the 
Family Living and Natural Re- 
sources Departments, and enjoy 
a one-to-one encounter with a 
variety of farmyard animals at 
the 4-H Pet-A-Farm. 

The Wayne County Coopera- 
tive Extension Service is located 
at 5454 Venoy in the Extension 
and Education Center. This is 
near the intersection of Van Born 
and Venoy Roads, behind Anna- 
polis Hospital.

Social Security expert tells area seniors 
‘that Congress won't let system fair 


The Social Security system is still 
healty and sound according to Wil- 
liam Driver, Commissioner of So- 
cial Security in 80- ’81. 

Driver was in the area last week 
to speak to residents of Romulus. 
Wayne and Van Buren at a series of 
meetings sponsored by State Rep- 
resentative Candidate Roger 
Cadaret. 

• Says Cadaret, “I asked Mr. Driv- 
ers to come up from Washington to 
share some good news with our peo- 
ple and put their minds at ease.’’ It 
seems to have worked as several of 
the listeners appeared relieved and 
were heard to comment, “Well, 
that’s good to hear.” 

Driver advised the groups, most- 
ly retirees, that beginning in 1990 
the Social Security Retirement 
Fund will be accumulating a sur- 
plus of approximately $37,000 per 
minute and will continue doing so 
for 30 years. He added that this pre- 
diction was based on “conserva- 
tive” estimates and the surplus 
could be much higher. He warned 
that “there would be a shortfall be- 


tween now and 1990, but this could 
be easily covered by borrowing, 
which could be paid back after 
1990.” Driver assured the audi- 
ences, “Congress is very sympathe- 
tic to Social Security issues and will 
never let the system fail.” 

He added: “this has been by far 
the most successful program ever 
instituted by our government and it 
is strongly supported by young and 
old alike. Currently, 96% of our 
population comes under Social 
Security.” 

Cadaret, who worked on the So- 
cial Security Subcommittee for the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
spoke briefly about his experience 
with Congressmen concerning So- 
cial Security. “There is no more 
sensitive issue in Washington,” 
said Cadaret. 

“When we received letters from 
constituents, they were the number 
one priority. That’s why I urge all 
voters to write their elected offi- 
cials. It really works.”

Driver was the merging of Social 
Security with the overall U.S. 
budget. 

He said: “When Social Security 
showed a surplus during the Viet- 
nam years, it was politically desir- 
able to merge it into the general 
budget so the surplus would offset 
part of the deficit caused by the 
war. 

“Even today, Reagan is trying to 
cut Social Security expenditures to 
reduce the deficit caused by his de- 
fense spending. The budget should 
not be balanced on the backs of So- 
cial Security beneficiaries.” 
Cadaret added that in his report to 
the Social Security Committee he 
recommended the establishment of 
Social Security as a separate com- 
mission similar to the Postal Ser- 
vice. He said “It should never be 
used as a political toy.” 


“The complete separation of So- 
cial Security from the federal 
budget would be better from a man- 
agement standpoint as well as from 
the standpoint of being honest with 
the American people.” 

Driver also answered many tech- 
nical questions asked by those in 
attendance. He had been Adminis- 
trator of Veteran’s Affairs for five 
years before becoming Social 
Security Commissioner. He is cur- 
rently retired, but is serving as Ex- 
ecutive Vice-Chairman of Save Our 
Security, a national coalition of re- 
tired persons and labor organiza- 
tions interested in maintaining the 
health of Social Security programs.

Food for thought

Did you know it is illegal to 
place harmful Qbjects or subst- 
ances in food. 

The Michigan statute reads as 
follows : 

A person who places pins, nee- 
dles. razor blades, glass, or other 
harmful objects in any food, or a 
person who places a harmful 
substance in any food, with in- 
tent to harm the consumer of the 


food, or who knowingly furnishes 
any food containing a harmful 
object or substance to another 
person, is guilty of a felony and 
shall be inprisoned for not more 
than 10 years, or fined not more 
than $10,000 or both. 

Such actions are more com- 
mon on or near October 31 , Hallo- 
ween. 

At that time we are probably 
more cautious about accepting 
food from strangers. 

If we do accept such food, it 
should be carefully examined be- 
fore eating it. For example, ap- 
ples should be cut in small pieces 
before eating.

Now is the time

Supervisor Cullin has worked endlessly on 
many projects. She was instrumental in getting 
the first C.E.T.A. funded Senior Coordinator for 
Van Buren Township and once the C.E.T.A. 
funds became scarce, Community Development 
Block Grant funds were used to maintain the 
program Pat has also worked continuously in 
her efforts to have a Senior Mid-rise built in Van 
Buren, first in conjunction with past Supervisor

Even as I write this there are still two more 
proposed sites being worked on for housing 
seniors — one on 5 acres of the 1-94 Service Drive 
frontage of our Township Park and a total com- 
plex in the City of Belleville as a joint project for 
seniors in Van Buren Township, City of Bellevil- 
le, Sumpter Township, Huron Township and the 
City of Romulus by the Western Five Commun- 
ity Conference of which Supervisor Cullin has 
been the Chairperson since its beginning in 
October of 1979. Of course, subsidy funds which 
supply the lifeline of senior housing have de- 
creased making it extremely difficult for de- 
velopers to build the needed complexes. 

The population of seniors is by far the fastest 
growing segment of our society today. We are 
fortunate to be able to rely on the experience of 
our Supervisor when a senior issue arises. Pat 
Cullin has always been steadfast in doing her 
best for the residents of Van Buren Township.

Tax Payer: Who should be blamed?

A Tax Payer is proud owner of a 
white suburban split level. His kids 
bicycle to school via sidewalks lin- 
ing quiet streets. 

This morning Payer walkes over 
crumbling concrete. The gutters 
overflow with garbage. At the 
nearest highway, he waits patient- 
ly. The homeowner notices a me- 
dian strip burgeoning weeds. He 
wrinkles his nose in distaste, idly 
swatting a mosquito. 

His bus is late. It is crowded. 
Payer remembers he must renew 
his car registration, mentally rear- 
ranging his day so he can leave 
work early. 

All goes well until he joins the line 
at the assessor s window in the 
county courthouse. It is only slight- 
ly shorter than that issuing from the 
social service office. Welfare eligi- 
bility is twice as low and vehicle 
registration fees are two times 
higher than they were one year ago 
People in both lines look tired and 
depressed 

On his way home Payer is 
bumped by a youngster who grabs 
his wallet. He s furious. A call to the 
police gets put on hold He's livid 
The operator finally takes his name 
and sends an officer who doesn t ar- 
rive until 10 pm. explaining that an 
expensive new. computerized dis- 
patching system allows police to 
answer calls in order of urgency 


Robberies come only after murder, 
rape and crimes of passion. 

4 4 Where do my taxes go?" Payer 
cries. 

Our hero is typical of millions of 
disgruntled citizens in hundreds of 
counties who are losing basic public 
services becauses of dwindling re- 
sources available to local govern- 
ment. 

Payer is more fortunate than 
some, he’s still employed — - and 
paying taxes. So are the local gov- 
ernment officials he’s elected, 
although they are the most visible 
target of discontent. 

Everything about their rela- 
tionship is under tremendous 
strain, beginning with what Payer 
expects government to do. 

Boulder, Colo., Finance Director 
Virginia J. Aragon put it this way: 
“The average citizen wants ser- 
vice, but is not concerned with the 
county s problem of how to fund it . ’ ’ 
And County Executive W. David 
Smith of Fayette County (Somervil- 
le), Tenn.. adds, “We get com- 
plaints of higher taxes no matter 
what the source or reason, and the 
public doesn’t understand or care 1 
see local support for reduced feder- 
al spending, but when local taxes 
have to increase to maintain essen- 
tial services, local government will 
be blamed 

Their comments were part of a 
recent financial survey of some 300 
counties nationwide Most officials 


report that local taxes are bound to 
increase as revenue wanes : 

— Federal grants are falling from 
$88 billion in 1980 to $80 billion in 
1983. 

— Local government is getting 
less from states. Federal tax cuts 
have reduced revenue in 30 states 
that tie taxes to federal rates. 

— Localities are paying record- 
breaking interest rates. New in- 
vestment vehicles for individuals 
have made municipal bonds less 
popular. Worse, a Senate Finance 
Committee proposal would tax the 
interest earnings on municipal 
bonds held by high income indi- 
viduals. The provision is part of a 
proposed minimum income tax re- 
quirement. 

Counties are saving money by 
streamlining financial manage- 
ment and contracting out some ser- 
vices to the private sector Never- 
theless, local governments simply 
cannot replace lost dollars. Now 
many are paring services previous- 
ly considered sacrosanct. 

Bernalillo County (Albuquer- 
que). N.M., has cut many depart- 
ment budgets, including adminis- 
tration “Citizens don t like it,” 
Commissioner Orlando Vigil said 
wryly. But they accept the ne- 
cessity of staying solvent 

Almost every county has trim- 
med social service and health care 
programs, although their cost is in- 
creasing As federal monies dry 


up, the burden “shifts’ and the loc- 
al share becomes greater. When the 
U.S. government trims Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC), for example, more people 
apply for “general assistance’’ 
grants funded by counties. “There 
is a misconception about which 
programs are supported by each 
level of government,’’ says Gerald 
G. Fox, county manager of Meck- 
lenburg County, (Charleston), N.C. 

True, social service block grants 
are the first offered states by the 
Reagan administration. But some 
local officials doubt they will ever 
see the money Barry Hinds of 
Rapides (Alexandria) , La., says his 
state is “less responsive to social 
service needs ” 

“I’m afraid the state will retain a 
disproportionate share of the 
funds,” an official from Miner 
County (Howard), S D , said. 

Hamilton County (Chattanooga). 
Tenn., is among scores of counties 
that are doing less road repair 
County Executive Dalton Roberts 
spells out the consequences: “Less 
paving, less mowing of ditches. El 
Paso County, Colo , citizens com- 
plain mightily about poor road 
maintenance Some of their bridges 
are so bad they had to reduce load 
limits 

A Pinellas County (Clearwater). 
Fla., official points out that defer- 
red maintenance means higher 
operating costs in the future, when 


counties must replace worn out 
facilities. 

Pulaski County (Little Rock), 
Ark., has cut ruthlessly. One offi- 
cial there told me, “The public is 
not aware of the source of funds that 
pay for services. Citizens only 
know that the buses which used to 
run by their doors no longer do. 
They complain about police ser- 
vices, roads and parks. They still 
support the President’s program, 
since most view it as a tightening of 
welfare requirements. Few realize 
the impact on basic county ser- 
vices.” 

“There is now a pervasive feel- 
ing among county governments 
that all the fat has been elimin- 
ated,” Westchester County, N.Y., 
Commissioner Alfred DelBello told 
a Senate committee. “Many coun- 
ties have had to raise property or 
sales taxes, a policy viewed dis- 
favorably by citizens who receive in 
return a cutback rather than an in- 
crease in services.” 

Paul Lutzker, a public attitude 
data analyst in Washington, is con- 
vinced the budget-cutting zeal of 
the administration is an accurate 
reflection of public sentiment, and 
that it has far-reaching consequ- 
ences. “If local government offi- 
cials believe they can ride out this 
budget-cutting wave until some- 
body else takes over — and then go 
back to the status quo — they are 
greatly mistaking current atti- 


tudes,” he says. 

His opinion research has found 
that Americans are not willing to 
raise taxes without solid proof of 
effectiveness from public, prog- 
rams. 4 ‘They want to cut waste in all 
government spending,” he says. 

Local officials surveyed tend to 
agree. They perceive the changes 
taking place in intergovernmental 
relations to be permanent. They be- 
lieve the American people Wjill nev- 
er again merely throw money at 
problems. For years they mpurned 
the concentration of power in 
Washington, begging for a chance 
to administer programs cheaper, 
more efficiently, closer to home. 
Reagan’s New Federalism prog- 
ram offers that promise, but it 
needs a fair, adequate funding 
mechanism. Doling out property, 
income and sales taxes piecemeal 
is confusing for A. Tax Payer and 
others who want to know exactly 
where their money is going. Shift- 
ing the responsibility for govern- 
ment programs — without adequ- 
ate taxing power — is wasteful. It is 
causing rapid decay of the nation’s 
public works and reducing hope 
among the poor 

These results are clearly re- 
flected by county officials ’ response 
to one survey question, “Do you 
think the federal budget cuts will 
affect your political career?” 

By far, the majoritv answered 
“Yes.”

Residents urge 
‘No’ to trailers 

EDITOR — We addressed the 
following letter to the Romulus 
Planning Commission and also 
would like the people of this city 
and area to understand the 
plight. 

About 1973 the residents of 


Ecorse Road and the Wayne- 
Beverly area were fighting for 
an apartment-complex on 
Ecorse road at a cost of about $8 
million. It took two years to get 
the project approved by the City 
of Romulus. Because of the 
length of time it took for the 
approval it was too late to apply 
for the funds from the Nixon- 
Administration and the project 
“fell in the ocean” so to say. 

Now it appears that City Offi- 
cials are willing to approve a 
trailer park of 1000 trailers on 
Ecorse Road which is the loca- 
tion of some of the nicest homes 
in Romulus in a price-range of 
$50,000 and up. 

Another project was proposed 
on Henry Ruff - Ecorse Road. 
This project was not approved by 
the residents on Ecorse Road be- 
cause it was a church project and 
we did not feel that we should 
support a tax free project and 
pay some of the highest taxes as 
homeowners in the City of Romu- 
lus.This was also the sentiment 
of the former City Council. 

Now, we understand, the City 
is planning to rezone an RA 1 
property for a trailer park with 
approximately 100 trailers. 

Are you willing to supply all 
the city services and school to the 
trailer park at the expense of all 
the residents and taxpayers of 
the city of Romulus? 

Supply police-protection and 
garbage-pickup? The city will 
collect practically nothing from

knew instantly what he meant. 

The woman knew, too — but 
she Went anyway. 

She had made the trip many 
times before ; when the kids were 
small, when they were half- 
grown, when they were married 
and Had families of their own. 
They had all been trips back 

I home’; each time to a house, a 
street, a town strangely at odds 
with the house, the street, the 
town she had grown up in. 

But, in spite of the changes, 
those trips had been fun. It was 
almdst as though she had to come 
home all those times to see how 
much she had grown away. She 
saw the growing away as impor- 
tant — necessary.

She watched the younger 
women bound up the courthouse 
steps in their haste to get to the 
records. They stood at the top 
and, seeing her hesitation, ran 
down again to help her. 

“I would have made it in my 
own sweet time,” she said, smil- 
ing a forced smile God. how she 
wanted to run up those steps. In 
her young girl mind she could 
have taken two at a time.

The next stop was atVthe home 
of a girlhood friend The woman 
was a recent widow who had 
given up her beloved farm in 
favor of a tiny house in town , saf- 
er for a woman alone and prone 
to falling, and closer to her 
family.

We all would like to know — 
Who encouraged the contractor 
from Mount Clemens to come to 
Romulus and we wonder, why 
are some members from the 
council so interested in this 
park?

Out-of-towner 

comments 

EDITOR — I have been visit- 
ing my daughter for the past 
month here in Michigan and wish 
to express my feelings as an out- 
sider. with regard to two sepa- 
rate situations within the Van 
Buren community, before de- 
parting 

The first concerns itself with 
the recall of several board mem- 
bers of the township and the 
other with a lack of concern for 
education that appears evident 
in this community 


Most of my input on the recall 
situation seems to center around 
one man — the treasurer, Tom 
Welty. Whether the others who 
were petitioned for a recall vote 
choose to keep a low profile, 
couldn’t afford a campaign, or 
simply lacked the out and out au- 
dacity displayed by this indi- 
vidual is not clear. 

The recall appears to be over 
the hiring of a police chief who 
the township later found to have 
a controversial background. 

First, I read a personal en- 
dorsement of Mr. Welty by an Ed 
Morelli. Then it was revealed 
that Mr. Morelli, himself has 
been charged — by the state li- 
quor board for not having a per- 
mit to run nude contests, and for 
selling alcohol to minors — and 
by the state police for using 3 
different aliases in obtaining 
drivers licenses and voters reg- 
istrations. 

It was made clear in an article 
in this paper, that Mr. Welty is 
also the Police Commissioner 
and that Mr. Morelli was on the 
roll of the volunteer police de- 
partment. 

Then I began reading of Tom 
Welty Day at the Park, and read 
an editorial that Mr. Welty de- 
cided that he would include fire- 
works this year. 

The event was also termed 
Family Day — but the large print 
letters on most signs clearly read 
TOM WELTY. I do not claim to 
know this man’s capabilities as 
treasurer. I also want to stress 
that no one I have come into con- 
tact with has had anything to do 
with the recall effort. I just find 
these events interesting — and 
things I personally would take 
into consideration if I had the 
power of a vote in this com- 
munity. 

The other matter I wish to take 
issue with is your educational 
setting. I also read an editorial in 
this paper from a gentleman 
from Westland who equated his 
city to Rome and indicated that 
the reason Jimmie Carter lost 
the last election was because he 
was backed by the educational 
community. 

Most of his complaints seemed 
to stem from his feelings that the 
teachers in his area were 
awarded too much money. 

This man may or may not have 
a legitimate point — however — I 
also read several letters from 
children and parents who 
seemed to feel that the educa- 
tional offerings of this district 
were something to be praised. 

In this district of Van Buren 
Public Schools that my grand- 
daughters attend, I have a great 
concern. The teachers in this dis- 
trict are going into their fourth 
year without a contract — and 
although I have heard many 
good things about these teachers 
— my administrative back- 
ground of over 20 years sends me 
signals that spell deep trouble for 
this educational setting in two 
ways. 

First — and foremost — having 
read and participated in gather- 
ing information for over 50 stu- 
dies on productivity and product 
outcome with relationship to em- 
ployee morale — placing your 
teachers at the bottom of the pay 
comparisons for the entire coun- 
ty, and not bargaining a contract 
for 4 years is sure to have a 
GREAT effect on the education 
of the children in your schools. 

Secondly, your state requires a 
balanced budget each year by 
the school districts; therefore, 
your educational leadership 
(and I see little of it) has been 
compelled to spend the money 
somehow or somewhere. Some- 
day — probably long after your 
superintendant and most board 
members who created the situa- 
tion are long gone — you are 
going to have to find monies to 
settle the contract for the years 
that you’ve already spent the 
money. I’m sure the teachers 
will be made to look like the 
heavies — but the fact is — your 
administrators have failed to 
show they could bargain in a pro- 
fessional manner and, therefore 
their budgets over the past years 
will prove inaccurate 
I'm sorry I don’t know who the 
superintendent of this district is 
( I asked my granddaughters and 
their friends — but none of them 
knew) but I would have to say 
that his/or her major objective 
cannot be to insure quality 
education

What kind of crowd does Mr. 
Mike’s attract? 

At 5:30 p.m. last Thursday diners 
at this Westland gathering spot in- 
cluded a softball team dressed in 
full uniform, businessmen in suits, 
families with young children and 
several couples, all in informal 
attire. 

Such an array of customers can 
be found nearly every day or night 
here, because as owner Jim 
Capeneka notes, “this is every- 
body’s place.’ The menu reflects 
such an attitude, featuring a wide 
variety of sandwiches, dinners, be- 
verages, and assorted Greek and 
Mexican dishes. 

Of course, there’s also the 


“Famous Coney Island” with 
homemade chili ($1.15) that helped 
launch Mr. Mike’s some 35 years 
ago. 

“We first opened as a Coney Is- 
land restaurant,” recalled 
Capeneka, whose father, Michael, 
started in the Coney Island business 
in 1921 before moving to Westland. 
“Through the years we’ve ex- 
panded and added a liquor license. ’ 

What once was a small, 19-stool 
diner has become a popular com- 
bination family restaurantypub at 
35323 Ford Road , just east of Wayne 
Road. Capeneka and Jim Tsilis 
serve as owners and operators of 
the establishment.

Cheap Trick breaks slump 


It was rock n’roll’s first-at-bat 
at the Meadow Brook Festival, 
and while Cheap Trick didn’t 
come away batting a thousand, 
they certainly proved that 
they’re out of their two-year 
slump and contenders once 
more. 

The least said about the open- 
ing act, Saxon, the too-loud over- 
bearing group of heavy metal 
wimps, the better, but I was 
rather surprised to find out that 
it’s (almost) possible to make 
Ozzy Osbourne sound good by 
comparison. 

But the return of Cheap Trick 
made up for all thatcame before. 
From the opening chord of “Hel- 
lo There” to the last thump by 
drummer extraordinaire Bun E. 
Carlos at the end of the third en- 
core, Cheap Trick had the near 
capacity crowd on their collec- 
tive feet with the band’s own 
brand of visual rock’n’roll. Only 
a faulty sound system, which 
made most of Rick Nielson’s 
guitar solos indecipherable, took 
anything away from the per- 
formance. 

As expected, most of the mate- 
rial performed was from “One 
On One,’’ the new album And as 
hoped, the remainder was made 
up of songs from the first three 
albums, with only 3 or 4 songs 
coming from “Dream Police’’ 
and the banal “All Shook Up.” 

New bassist Jon Brant fit in ex- 
tremely well, roaming the stage 
at will and playing in a more 
basic style that the band is used 
too. which is one of the changes I 
feel needed to be made If he can 
add a few writing ideas to the 
pens of Nielson and Robin Zan- 
der. so much the better 

Zander was in fine voice, and 
Nielson was in rare form, but 
that’s typical of Cheap Trick, 
right? When the band used to 


play the Second Chance in Ann 
Arbor, Robin tended to stay in 
the background when he wasn’t 
singing; Nielson was the front- 
man. 

When the band had graduated 
to headlining Royal Oak Music 
Theatre, Zander seemed ex- 
tremely uncomfortable as on- 
stage leader, and kept his be- 
tween-song banter to a mini- 
mum. At Joe Louis Arena two 
years ago. he seemed more at 
ease, but it’s only now that I can 
say I think he’s developed into a 
first-rate front man who enjoys 
the audience interplay. And his 
voice is better for it, too. 

Of course, it was “I Want You 
To Want Me” that brought the 
crowd to a fever pitch, that being 
their biggest hit. Other high- 
lights were “Big Eyes,” “Sur- 
render” (“Mommy’s all right, 
Daddy’s all right, they just seem 
a little weird ”), and “She’s 
Tight,” the latter a rocker off of 
the new album that’s getting a lot 
of radio airplay, just as the video 
of the song is on cable’s MTV.

Protect against losses— 
check insurance coverage 


Replacing or repairing your 
home and its contents after fire, 
vandalism or theft could prove an 
expensive undertaking. 

Therefore, no family money man- 
agement program is complete un- 
less it includes a sensible plan to 
protect against such losses. Most 
people know insurance can protect 
against emergencies, but do you 
know how much your home and pos- 
sessions are worth — and how much 
it would cost to replace them? 

Inflation may well have driven up 
prices on your silverware, electro- 
nic appliances and art objects, 
which are the items thieves covet 
most, so that you are woefully 
under insured. Before you take any 
other steps, check your insurance to 
be sure the coverage is adequate. 

Information on policies and their 
costs are available from insurance 
firms but the coverage and replace- 
ment of lost items has tax implica- 
tions that should be considered as 
part of your money management 
plans. 

Insurance people tell you there 
are two ways to cut insurance costs. 
First, shop around. Companies that 
sell directly to consumers usually 
offer lower premiums. But on the 
other hand, agents who handle two 
or more companies might be able to 
recommend a package better 
suited to your needs. Whomever 
you buy from should be familiar 
with replacement costs. 

The second way involves accept- 
ing larger risks yourself by 
agreeing to higher deductibles. 
While a $100 or $250 deductible is 
standard, higher deductibles will 
lower your premiums. 

If you are in a high tax bracket, 
you could also benefit from higher 
deductibles. Unreimbursed losses 
are tax deductions while insurance 
premiums are not. So, if you are in 
the 50 percent bracket and pay 
$1,000 insurance premium, with a 
$100 deductible, your entire pre- 
mium is paid in before-tax dollars 
as an out-of-pocket, non-deductible 
expense. 

To decide how much insurance 
you need, figure the total replace- 
ment value of your home, not the 
current market value which is like- 
ly to be less. Insurance experts urge 
you to insure for the full replace- 


ment value, but policies are avail- 
able to cover a percentage of the 
replacement value. 

For example, if your home costs 
$80,000 to replace, a 100 percent 
coverage would reimburse you for 
the full $80,000. If your home were 
insured for only $48,000 or 60 per- 
cent of its replacement value, you 
would receive $32,000 less than you 
need to rebuild your home after a 
total loss. 

Full coverage has another fea- 
ture you should think about . As long 
as you insure at least 80 percent of 
the total replacement value, 
chances are that your policy wilL 
cover partial losses in full. So, in a 
situation where the partial loss tot- 
als $15,000, 80 percent insurance 
will provide reimbursement of 


$15,000 and not $12,000. 

Personal property inside your 
home is covered as a percentage of 
your insurance, however, the 
actual cash value is usually the 
guiding factor, not the replacement 
cost. Actual cash value is calcu- 
lated on the original cost minus de- 
preciation, which lessens your 
coverage. 

Try to keep pace with inflation 
once you have determined how 
much insurance you need. Inflation 
guard endorsements increase the 
amount of your coverage each 
quarter Of course, any additional 
protection will increase your pre- 
mium. but insufficient insurance 
can be costlier in the end.

V* * pound ground beef 
Vz teaspoon chili powder 
1 tablespoon oil 
3 A teaspoon salt 
3 A cup Minute rice 

6 tablespoons grated cheddar cheese 
1 can (8 oz.) stewed tomatoes 
Vz teaspoon chili powder 
Cut peppers in half lengthwise and re- 
move stems and seeds. Cook in boiling 


salted water for 10 minutes, or until just 
tender. Drain and set aside. 

Drain beans, reserving liquid. Add wa- 
ter to liquid to made 3 A cup. Brown beef 
lightly with Vz teaspoon chili powder in oil 
in small skillet; add salt and the mea- 
sured liquid. Bring to a boil; stir in rice, 
cover and simmer 5 minutes. Stir in l A 
cup of the cheese and spoon meat mixture 
into peppers. Pour tomatoes, the kidney 
beans and Vz teaspoon chili powder into 
the skillet. Place stuffed peppers in the 
skillet; sprinkle with remaining cheese.

Vz cup crushed tortilla chips

Stir in rice. Cover ; remove from heat and 
let stand 10 minutes. Sprinkle with chips 
and cheese. Serve with shredded lettuce 
and sour cream, if desired.

They admitted that they did not have the 
proper licensing/permits from the Michigan State Lottery Division Kevin 
Krzyske was their appointed spokesman and read a prepared statement 
listing several allegations about the incident. Stating that the Police Chief did 
not close down “All” the gambling, just their tables, and that they had been 
treated unfairly and they wanted the Board to “make a motion to at least 
demote Joe Carney from the position of Chief of Police and encourage the 
Board to appoint a more consistent . fair and respectable man in his position 
Their reasoning for this is that Mr Carney did not close down the Fire 
Department s “jar game” and a quarter slide”, but did close down the 
“gaming tables” and dice games”. 

There was a very lengthy discussion between the people in the audience and 
the Township Board. It was brought out that the gambling tables were private 
property of an outside person who promised to give the Waltz Improvement 
Association 50% of the take for the weekend . The Association was planning to 
use their funds to improve their park, and were understandably upset when 
the gaming tables were ordered off the property because they were illegal 
However, the Association was assured that if they obtain all of the legal 
permits in the future, they would be allowed to have the gambling tables at the 
Homecoming. 

Chief Carney stated that he had discussed the matter with several members 
of the Association on Thursday night and asked them if they had a State 
permit for the gambling and was told that they did not He then explained to 
them they would have to remove the “gaming tables’ from the premises, that 
those devices are illegal and could present some very serious problems for 
everyone involved. 

On Friday morning, members of the Association contacted several mem- 
bers of the Township Board and asked them to intercede in their behalf 
Statements were made that some members of the Board indicated to the 
Association that they would tell the Chief to take a vacation, or turn his head 
and pretend not to see what was going on . Some members of the Board refused 
to go along with this idea of choosing “which laws” should be enforced and 
which shouldn’t.

Canton reassessment may prove costly to taxpayers 


The proposed reassessment of 
Canton Township came in for some 
strong comment at the regular 
meeting of the Township Board of 
Trustees last week. 

Supervisor James Poole com- 
mented that he had to date inter- 
viewed three professional assess- 
ment firms and the minimum fee 
quoted on the re-evaluation process 
for Canton was $150,000. 

“A reassessment is far overdue in 
the township,” Poole commented, 
“but we are going to have to spend a 
great deal of money to save a little 
or just break even.” 

Township Clerk John Flodin 
noted that the township would be 
the governing body least benefited 
by the action of reassessment. “We 
will spend a minimum of $150,000 
for a net gain of not more than 


$10,000 or $20,000. The impact on the 
schools will be much more signifi- 
cant, but unfortunately provisions 
of government do not provide for 
the schools to participate in the 
reassessment process. 

“Historically the township has 
been the bad guy as we are the col- 
lecting agents for all other units of 
government. It’s a shame that 
schools don’t collect their taxes, the 
county theirs and the community 
college theirs. Maybe then tax- 
payers would see where the money 
is really going,” Flodin continued. 

Flodin added that he knew such a 
proposal was “ridiculous” but felt 
very sincerely that people did not 
have any idea where tax money 
went or which areas of government 
really received the revenues. “Peo- 


ple don’t know,” he stated emphati- 
cally. 

“ Well , if each body collected their 
own. I d never have anybody in my 
office complaining — they’d all be 
somewhere else,” Poole com- 
mented. We collect the least 
amount of revenue and yet we will 
pay for the assessment. It’s like 
being in a barrel of wildcats, no 
matter which way you turn you will 
get bit.” 

Poole added that the recent re- 
evaluation performed by the board 
of review had been deemed un- 
acceptable by Wayne County and 
that that issue will probably be re- 
solved in the courts. “If so, I can go 
to the court and say, ‘Here is a pro- 
fessional re-assessment. I have to 
have a reassessment to be able to 
defend our tax reductions in court. I

Realtor Board warns 




Flat rate income tax proposals 
may threaten ability to own homes 


The bandwagon 
forming for a flat rate 
income tax should be a 
matter of concern for 
most homeowners, 
according to the West- 
ern Wayne Oakland 
County Board of Real- 
tors (WWOCBR). 

“I think nearly 
everyone would like to 
see a more simplified 
tax system, particu- 
larly one that would 
eliminate some of the 
present loopholes,” 
said Lloyd Mason, 
WWOCBR president. 

“Many of the prop- 
osals currently being 
debated in Washing- 
ton look good on the 
surface but, when it 
comes down to the bot- 
tom line, middle in- 
come taxpayers would 
again bear the brunt. 
Some of these propos- 
als would eliminate 
such deductions as • 
those for home mort- 
gage interest paid. 
This would be a sad 
mistake and bring 
further harm to many 
citizens already hard 
hit by current econo- 
mic conditions.” 

Mason said there 
appears to be little ex- 
pectation that a flat 
rate system will be 
adopted any time 
soon , but that both pre- 
sent and prospective 
homeowners should be 
made aware of the 
potential imapet of 
such action. 

“In recent years, 
most home buyers 
have had to rely on th*e 
tax benefits of own- 
ership to make such a 
purchase possible,” 
he said. “They made 
such commitments 
with the expectation 
that the tax saving 
would continue 
through the life of 
their mortgage. If 
such benefits were 
suddenly dropped, 
many of these owners 
could no longer afford 
the payments even at 
a lower prevailing tax 
rate.” 

Mason noted that 
some current propos- 
als recognize this fact 
and would continue to 
permit deductions for 
mortgage interest 
payments. 

“The modified fiat 
rate plan being adv- 


anced by Senator Bill 
Bradley of New Jersey 
and Missouri Repre- 
sentative Richard 
Gephardt seems to be 
the best of the current 
crop in our view,” he 
said. “While setting a 


flat rate between 14 
and 28 percent depend- 
ing on income, it also 
would retain many 
present tax deduc- 
tions. Included would 
be those for mortgage 
interest, income from 


social security and 
veterans’ benefits, 
state and local tax 
payments and dona- 
tions to charity. 

“Home ownership 
and this year’s Indi- 
vidual Retirement 


Accounts represent 
the only real tax shel- 
ters available to most 
middle income tax- 
payers. Adoption of 
any plan that would

pression of the conference. Father 
Joyce replied: “This get-together 
provided a realistic definition of the 
police chaplain. It showed how we 
must know more about the work set- 
ting of the officer in order to under- 
stand his or her problems. The 
agenda topics may fit any occupa- 
tion but in police work they are 
magnified . I return to Inkster with a 
renewed sense of purpose in our 
chaplaincy.” 

Chief Anderson C. Young of the 
Inkster Police Department is re- 
sponsible for having the chief cha- 
plain sent to the international meet- 
ing each year. 

He says: “I want to stress the im- 
portance of having an Inkster cha- 
plain in attendance at these meet- 
ings. It provides a way of broaden- 
ing our knowledge, or giving new 
insights, and of being part of an in- 
ternational exchange of concepts 
about the chaplaincy itself. The 
annual seminar is a clearing house 
for all this.” 

Father Peter Q. Golden, former 


pastor of St. Clement’s Church in 
Inkster was the first police chaplain 
commissioned by the city. When he 
left for a Chicago assignment 
Father Joyce was appointed chief 
chaplain. The other Inkster police 
chaplains are: Rev. John D. Hern, 
Peoples’ Community Baptist 
Church; Rev. David Huber, Our 
Master Lutheran Church ; Rev . Vin- 
cent Matthews, Pentecostal Tem- 
ple, and Rev. Donna Osterhoust, 
Christ United Methodist Church. 
Father Joyce is pastor of Holy 
Family Church. 

The Toronto Seminar was held at 
St. Augustine’s Catholic Seminary 
in the Scarborough section of that 
city. Officials from the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, the Ontario 
Provincial Police and the Metropo- 
litan Toronto Police Dept, assisted 
in the programs. 

The initial quote above, dealing 
with saluting, was used by Dr. Pier- 
re Turgeon of Ottawa in his work- 
shop on The Police Officer and His/ 
Her Family. He said that he would 
like to make a present for each new 
police officer, a coat rack ! It would 


be placed outside the entrance to 
the home. The uniform, and the 
worries connected with police 
work, would be placed upon that 
symbolic coat rack. 

He urged officers to select one 
day of the week as a special day for 
his or her spouse. He suggested, on 
occasion, to have a separate table 
prepared at home for a meal apart 
from the children. Doctor Turgeon 
is the son and grandson of police 
officers. From his own family ex- 
periences he came to the conclusion 
that “it is not the days children re- 
member, it is the moments.” 

This was illustrated by telling 
how glad he felt when his father 
would come, in uniform, to the 
stands of a football field and just 
wave at him. The father could not 
stay long but he did take the time to 
show an interest in his son’s football 
games. 

The Chaplain’s Seminar was not 
confined to the walls of the semi- 
nary. One evening a “Ride-along” 
was arranged for the delegates. 
Each chaplain was able to ride in a 


police car with a Toronto officer in 
the evening. Father Joyce’s tour led 
through the city’s “Chinatown” 
where everything was quiet, to the 
city’s “Entertainment” sector 
where all was not so quiet. His guide 
was a West Indian officer, born in 
the island of Barbados, who had 
served some 16 years on the Tornoto 
force. 

Other evenings were spent on a 
Harbor Cruise (or “Harbour” as 
Canadians spell it) , a visit to Ontar- 
io Place and a Cinesphere travel 
movie, and a convention banquet at 
the Metropolitan Toronto Police 
Association Building. 

Each day began with a Catholic 
Mass and Protestant Devotions. A 
Memorial Service was held one 
afternoon in honor of fallen police 
officers, those who had died in the 
line of duty in the past year. The list 
included close to seventy officers 
from the United States. Three were 
from Michigan. 

The tenth annual Seminar, to be 
held in the summer of 1983, will be 
hosted in Ashville, North Carolina. 


Local farmers should take note 
that the U S. Department of Agri- 
culture will resume approval of new 
applications for Commodity Credit 
Corporation farm storage facility 
loans, up to a total of $40 million. 

Secretary of Agriculture John R. 
Block said this will allow farmers to 
begin making their storage plans 
for 1982 crops. Loan disbursement 
will begin after October 1. he said. 

No storage facility loan applica- 
tions made since February 8 have 
been approved “to permit the de- 
partment to review program reg- 
ulations in light of changes in the 
legislation authorizing the prog- 
ram,” Block said. 

Now that this review has been 
completed, Block said the following 
modified requirements will apply: 

— storage needs of loan appli- 
cants will be based upon availabil- 
ity of storage for one year’s produc- 
tion of wheat, feed grains or rice 
produced on farms participating in 


the acreage reduction program for 
those crops. The production of rye, 
soybeans, dry edible beans, 
peanuts, sunflower seeds, high 
moisture forage and silage will not 
be considered. 

— new CCC storage loans will be 
limited to $25 ,000 per farmer. Loans 
will be considered for one year’s 
storage needs and will be repayable 
in five years. Loans will be avail- 
able for building new storage struc- 
tures and for remodeling existing 
structures but not for electrical, 
handling, or drying equipment 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation county committees may 


approve loans for up to seventy per- 
cent of the eligible cost items. In- 
eligible items which are an integral 
part of the structure must be paid in 
full before loan disbursement. 

— an extended interim rule re- 
questing comments on the new eli- 
gibility requirements will be pub- 
lished in the Federal Register. All 
comments from the public concern- 
ing the regulation will be consi- 
dered before the department pub- 
lishes the final rule. 

Block said that producers with 
pending applications will be given 
the opportunity to revise them 
based upon the new program re- 
quirements.
